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PREFACE. 

With regard to the manner in which the MS. Bodl. 

Laud. 636, or the Peterborough chronicle, as it is usually 

9 called, grew into its present shape or to the time at which 

^ it was written there is no information whatever except that 

'^ afforded by the language, the contents and the different 

^ hands in which it is written. Fortunately the evidence thus 

J* afforded is of such nature as to enable us to fix the date 

*^ when the earlier part of it was compiled. The MS. is in 

'^ one handwriting t5 the end of 1121. From that date it 

is in various handwritings, of which the first stops at the 

end of 1 122, the second a few sentences before the end 

of 1 1 26 and the last but one at the end of 1131. The 

circumstance that it is written in one hand up to the end 

of 1 121 makes it probable that it was commenced to be 

written in that year, which probability becomes a certainty 

when we consider the following facts:

4. A disastrous fire occurred at Peterb., on Friday, August 
3, 1 1 16, by which the Minster and all the surround- 
ing buildings except the Chapter House and Dormi- 
tory were entirely consumed. It is probable that the 
library was destroyed on this occasion and that the 
monks, being anxious to make up for the loss, pro- 
ceeded to write out new books, and the MS. E. in that 
case would be one of their first works. As far as 1122 
it is probably, with the exception of the insertions, a 
compilation from a great many sources such as the 
Worcester chronicle (usually referred to as D), with 
which it often agrees almost verbatim. — As these 
sources again may have been compilations or copies 
of other older chronicles written perhaps in different 
dialects, it is of course almost impossible exactly to de- 
termine the period to which the language of this part 
of the chronicle belongs. Some of its pieces may be 
as old as the 9th century, others in all probability 
belong to the loth, nth and 12th centuries. This 
uncertainty does not exist in regard to the insertions 
and the continuation. They are evidently domestic 
compositions of Peterborough and written in the dia- 
lect of that town about the middle of the 12 th cen- 
tury. — But although written at the same place and 
about the same period the insertions and the continna- 
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tions are different in style. It has already been men- 
tioned that they are the work of several writers. There 
may indeed have been as many authors as there are 
different styles and modes of spelling. Further it should 
be borne in mind that most of the insertions were 
legal documents or at least pretended to be so, and 
consequently, if possible, should be written in the old 
language in order to look the more authentic and trust- 
worthy^ It is also quite natural that the authors of 
the continuation should try to keep up the style and 
the language of the earlier part. This is what they 
all have done except the writer of the last part, who 
has hardly used any archaic forms. As their work be- 
longs to a period in which specimens of Mercian are 
rare and as any contribution throwing light upon the 
history of that dialect is of great importance, it is ho- 
ped that the treatise published on this occasion may 
be of some value. — There are several editions of the 
Peterborough chronicle. It was first published by Ed- 
mund Gibson under the title, Chronicon Saxonicum ex 
MSS. Codicibus nunc primum integrum edidit ac La- 
tinum fecit Edmundus Gibson A. B. ^ CoUegio Re- 
ginse 1692. The next edition, which only goes as 
far as 1066, appeared in the year 1848 in the folio 
volume entitled Monumenta Historica Britannica. In 
the year 1861 it was edited together with the other 
Saxon chronicles by Benj. Thorpe. The latest edition, 
on which this treatise is based^ is that of John Earle, 
^Two of the Saxon Chronicles parallel.' Oxford at the 
Clarendon press 1865.

There can be little doubt that the Peterborough dia- 
lect had already lost the old modification of a (ea) as well 
as that of e (eo) and had also lost the diphthongs ed and 
e6, when our chronicle was written, and furthermore that ea, 
ed, eo and e6 represent simple sounds, which are very likely 
the same as ae or a, e, aj and ^ respectively. That this

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INFLECTION. 

I. DECLENSION. 

§ 42. Preliminary Remarks. 

As archaic forms occur here and there and the rela- 
tion in which these stand to the later forms cannot be un- 
derstood without some knowledge of the history of the Mer- 
cian and the cognate West-Saxon inflections previous to the 
1 2 th century, it may not be out of place to give a short 
account of that history before proceeding to examine the 
inflections of our Chronicle. — As regards the Mercian 
dialect we are limited to such information as may be drawn 
from R., which was written towards the close of the loth 
century. For this reason we have to turn to the West- 
Saxon dialect for the explanation of those changes which 
took place during the time between the copying out of R. 
and the Peterborough Chronicle. As the MSS. of the Ags. 
Chronicle aflbrd ver>^ good illustrations of the inflectional 
development during this period, I have thought it advisable 
to point out the course of that development by forms 
chiefly borrowed from the Chronicle. Furthermore examples 
from the Pastoral (ed. by Sweet) and the Hatton MS. (of 
the gospel according to St. Matthew) are given. 

1. Inflectioir of nouns in R. 

A characteristic feature of inflection common to the 
Mercian and Northumbrian dialects is, as is well known, the 
dropping of the final n and the preservation of the old 
ending u. This peculiarity, however, is more frequently 
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met with in the Northumbrian dialect. In Mercian, as a 
Tule, the n of the infinitive is retained, while, on the mother 
hand, it appears only exceptionally in Durh. U is also of 
less frequent occurrence in R. than in Durh. This pecu- 
liar position of the Mercian dialect^ retaining as it does the 
final n, like the West-Saxon and Kentish dialects, or show- 
ing a tendency to drop it, like the Nonhumbrian, will 
explain the following weak declension in R.

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This double declension naturally brought about confu- 
sion and a struggle between those forms that retained n and 
those which did not and which ended in the victory of the 
latter. As a final consequence of the weakening of the: 
vowel endings and the levelling of forms, making the sing, 
and the pi. alike, it became necessary to mark the plural 
in some other way and this was done by affixing the plu- 
ral ending of the strong declension. The gen. ending — 
es was also borrowed from the same declension. Examples 
of it occur in the Peterb. Chronicle, see below. It is scar- 
cely necessary to mention that the weak declension of ad- 
jectives has corresponding forms. In regard to this declen- 
sion it need only be remarked that still greater confusion 
and disintegration prevail, partly owing to the strong de- 
clension taking the place of the weak one and vice versa,, 
partly to the employment of the singular instead of the 
plural and vice versa, and also owing to levelling. It is 
therefore impossible, in many cases, to determine whether 
a form is the result of weakening, of levelling or other 
causes.

From the above given forms we find that W. S., in 
spite of its advantage over Mercian in the general preser- 
vation of final n, was as near losing its old declension at 
the end of the nth century as the latter had been about 
a hundred years earlier, having reached this stage by a con- 
tinual process of weakening and levelling which had been 
carried on as far back as we can trace its history. The 
first step towards levelling was made in the prehistoric period, 
when the weak genitive and dative forms were superseded 
by the accusative. The weakening of the final vowels of 
the endings brought about confusion during the eleventh 
century, many words that had belonged to the strong declen- 
sion, occasionally adopting weak inflections, compare for 
instance such forms as sunafi and duran, which came quite 
naturally to be regarded as ^«-stems. This gave a supe- 
riority to the weak declension, which was no doubt largely 
owing to the prevalence of the weak declension of adjec- 
tives. It is probable that the levelling in the plural proceed- 
ed from the latter cause, as — in the declension of adjec- 
tives — weak and strong forms are substituted for one an- 
other pretty early; compare for instance bara godra momia 
for dara gobena monnay b^^*' ^ob^*m ^or brm s^oban (Sweet 
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A. R. ist ed. p. 49). The consequence of this was that 
— an appeared as a common ending in the dat. pi., not 
only in the declension of adjectives, but in the declension 
of nouns and pronouns as well. This throws some light 
on the alternation of — urn and — an in the dat. pL, 
which would otherwise be quite inexplicable. Besides the 
masculine u stems the feminine u stems were also assi- 
milated in their inflections to the weak declension. An 
isolated form £-e/u or ge/o could not hold its own against 
the e- forms and then ge/e came to be inflected like tunge. 
The vowel a, after gaining ground as we have seen, became 
weakened into e. We find this stage of development in 
the Hatton MS. of the gospels according to Matthew and 
Marc, which Skeat assigns to Henry the Second's time. In this 
MS. the terminations — e, — en are very frequent, e. g.

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original meaning is shown by the use of the form mycelne 
in the following expression: ^he is nu mycelne riccere mid 
Criste a. 654. The form ealne a. 1069 is no doubt borrow- 
ed from the W. S. original on which the record in ques- 
tion is based and from which most of it is copied. The 
fem. sing, ending — re occurs only in halre (be his halre 
life) 187 and in the pronominal ioxia minre (minre bletsunge) 
37, herewith cp. for mine sawle purfe 30, and mines ,^<fi' 
32. The ending in the gen. masc. and neuter is — es or 
— s. Examples of adjectives deprived of any ending in 
this case occur also. The ending of the dat. and instrum. 
masc. and neuter has disappeared almost leaving no traces, 
only a few examples occurring after prepositions. — The 
fem. sing, exceptionally takes — em the nom. and accu- 
sative. 

The gen. pi. ends in — re^ — e or is without any 
ending; other cases have — e, or no ending, e has been 
reinstated in many instances where it was left out in the 
old language. This is always the case in the inflection of 
micel.

The writer probably did not understand ^2Xfobra 
and scillinga are genitives governed by the preceding nume- 
rals; so he looked upon them as accusatives, and, thinking 
that the numerals ought to be treated as adjectives, gave 
them the same endings as the following substantives. —

As may be seen from the above summary, the greatest 
confusion and arbitrariness prevails in the use of this pro- 
noun.
